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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claim24-34 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the claims are directed to quotes 
having a specific size and price and attributable to a particular market participant. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 24-34 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Newly submitted claims 35-41 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the claims are directed to a 
different species of invention. Specifically, they are directed to a graphical user interface with an 
aggregate window having a plurality of indicators that displays totals of aggregated attributable 
and non-attributable interest of market participants at each of a plurality of price levels of a 
financial security product. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 35-41 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Specifically as to claim 1, the claim is incomplete. The preamble is directed to a method 
of managing quotes yet there are no managing steps. Additionally, the claim is indefinite. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "additional aggregates" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Specifically as to claim 13, it is unclear what "a server process that. . .aggregates quotes 
and causes aggregate quotes" as the metes and bounds of the claim are unclear. 

Specifically as to claims 14 and 15, the claim is indefinite and vague as to what is really 
being claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gutterman et al. 
(US6195647). 

Specifically as to claim 1, Gutterman et al. disclose a method of managing quotes for a security, 
see abstract. 
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Specifically as to claims 2-12, see above rejection for claim 1, in addition, see 
figures l-3a, and columns 5-14. 

Specifically as to claim 13, Gutterman et al. disclose an electronic market for trading 
securities comprising a plurality of client stations and a server process, see abstract, columns 5-9, 
and. 

Specifically as to claims 14-17, see above rejection for claim 13. 
Specifically as to claim 18, Gutterman et al. disclose a client station comprising a 
graphical user interface, see abstract and column 5,9, 11. 

Specifically as to claim 19, see above rejection for claim 18. 

Specifically as to claim 20, Gutterman et al. disclose a graphical user interface with an 
aggregation window, see abstract and column 5, 9, 11. 

Specifically as to claims 21-23, see above rejection for claim 20.
